To the Fditor of Tur Be: In your issue
of August 1 you publish an article from the
pen of I, J. Sackett upon the econtroversy
polug on regarding tho legal or illegal meth
ods used in the matter of consolination made
botwean ML Shasta, Oriole and Franklin.
lodges, 1 preatly regret the fact that this
matter should nave veen brought to the at-
tontion of nn inquisitive publie, it being a
mattor in which outsiders are not concerncd
and in which they have no interest, and can
only result in harm to our grand and noble
order. In view of the fact that the lotter re-
ferred Lo is purposely, to my mind, of a tls-
leading chinructer und in a great many poluts
misreprosents tho facts as to the sction of
theso diferent lodges and the final consum-
mation of this nefarions scheme, which will
pertainly bring destruction to the lodges in-
terested and disgrace to the order in this
oity; und us | cousider it was written for
the purpose of placing this matter before
the moembers of this grand jurisdiction
in such a manner as to mislead and bins theiv
minds in favor of this scheme and against
nny action that may be talen in the gran d
lodge during its session in Octover next,
therefore 1 consider it my duty as a membe
of this order to place the indisputable fact
I such a manner a8 to defly contradiction he
fore the members of this ovder throughouy
the state i onder that they may konow
whereof we complain aud the full nature of
pur griovances,

In the Hrst place I am willing to aamit
that, on necountof the large number of lodges
existing in this city, the consolidution of dif-
ferunt lodges was a good move if the samo
could have been effected in a proporand legal
munner, and after doue consideration of all

arties intorested. But such are not the ex-

sting circumstances as we find them today.
Instead, we have o feeling of discontent
and discord parmeating the whole atmosphere
of pythinnlsm in this city and felt most seri-
ously by those who have attained the high-
est honors In the ranks of our order- men of

intelligence apd ability, men who have stood

by these noble prineciples with their labor
and monay during the dark days of adversity
and trinl-~moen who today are unflinching in
their 2ej) for the good of the order, and who
doecply feel the disgrace that has unfor-
tunately been forced upon us, This Is the
class of men who are denouneing thescheme,
Aund why! Because they koow, and the
grand chancellor who aided and abetted this
movement should bave koown, that the
whole transnction was illegel from beginning
to end,

Brother Sackett savs in opening that this
transaction “has aroused the extremo en-
mity of about o dozen of the former members
of Driolo lodge.” IPor his benetit [ will state
that I can namo hilm over forty of the orig-
lnnl members of that lodge, amongst whowmn
are included thoses of the groatest ability and
most stable character, who are bitterly op-
posed to the whole scheme, And he further
ptates that he oannot seo any incentive for
this opposition, If he were not looking
thruuulx projudiced eyes he could ensily see i,
Aud he knows as well as I ean tell him ihat
It 18 for the renson that thoy consider it {l-
legal, and the fact has been reiteruted to
him time and ngain by these members, In
the second section of his letter he shows an
undying affection for the sister lodges of the
state, stating that he cousiders it unwise to
pursue this discussion further, but through
pure sympathy for them and from fear that
thoir minds may become impregonated with
fdeas through what they may hear or rond,
ke considers it his duty in hls smooth and

luusible way to rofute and deny these ili-
ounded rumors, ns he s pleased to term
them. Thero is an old saying thur where
there thore is so much sivoke there must bo
somo fire, and there is unquestionnoly a
good deal of Hre horo,

In the fourth soction he states that the last
article published in these columns does not
refer o any disnffection existing among the
original wembers of Mt, Shasta and Frank-
Un lodges “with one exception, and he has
noknowlodgoed tne orvor of his way ond re-
turned to the fold.”  This last remark has
explicit  reference to myself.  He also
snvs that what little opposition there is
comes from w few members of Ovriole lodge
1 wish 1o state here that this whole section is
fulse and moado for the purpose of misloading
memvers of this order and blindiog them ns
to the real state of facta. As for myself, |
defy Mr. Sackott or any one elso to prove
that by word, actor deed | have over ne-
knowledged the error of my way, as claimed,
I can further prove to the entire sabisfaction
of any member of this order that more than
two-thirds of the original members of Mt
Shasta have pot, nor never will, aftiliate with
Triune lodge No. 6il. [ also wish to state
that those juterested with me in this oppo-
sition have only the good of the order at
heart, sad have decided, aftera long luter-
course with ackuowledged nuthoritics on
Pythiap Jurisprudence and by whom our
ppinions  are substantisted, to dreop uny
action tonding to the reviving of these ﬁm,m
ns Lhe samo would necessitate a great amount
of labor and alarge expenaiture of money
und ouly result in thoe rvestoration of throe
broken down lodges. 11 this is an acknowl-
edgeiment of error well and good. We morely

wish Lo placo tha legality of
thls net  before  the proper  tribunal
aud  after 'gtnuu them an  unbiased
statement  of facts loave the matter

In thelr bands for adjudication, letting the re-
sponsibility rest upon the shoulders of those
who are at fault, be they grand chancellor or
tho ofMieors and wembers of any subordinato
lodee in this grand jurisdiction. We assure
those interested that there 18 no seuse or
parsonnl foelime existing among the wembers
who are in opposition Lo this movemoent, but
they aro only impelled to this course of ag-
tlon by u sense of duty nnd a desive oo thele
part to sustain the dignity of cur noble order
and place matters in such shape tnat they
eannot In the future be imperiloa by the neta
of those who are seexing self-destruction and
renown lo dlsregard of tho true interests of
the order, and whatever this declsion may be
wo ahall, like true ana chivalric Kulghts, ac-
copt aud ablde thereby.
vow Lhen, as regurds the legality of this
act of consolldation: Let us for & momeut
look at the law and the faoes in tho oase,
Section 121 of the constitution for subor-
dipate lodges reads as follows : “'in localitios
whore auy two or more lodges desire Lo con-
solldato timr are hereby empowersad to do so,
In order to affect such cupsolidation it ahall
be neceasary for such lodges 10 agree upon
tho following terms sud conditions: 1t sbhail

the name and numbaor and when the consoll-
dation Is effected the consolldated lodge shall
certify the fact to the grand keeper of rec-
orils and seal. It shall be the auty of the
consniidated lodeo to soe the seals and chur.
teprs of the other lodges consolidatiog nro sur-
rendered as hereln provided, *

I ¢lnim that tho above portion of our con-

stitution In ns pludn s it ia
possi bl to X rvss any netion in
the words of the English langonge,

Therw I8 uot the least chanee for equivoen-
tion or misunderstanding by any ooo who
will take the time to read and inform thom-
solves rogardiog the lnws of our order, This
section not only oxpheitly states how it shatl
be done, but ita terms are made mandatory
and thorefars cannot be trifled with. Now
then, what nre the facts regarding the moth-
ods nsall in effecting this  consolidation? I
hoerewith give a verbatim copy of the origi-
nal docnment itself:
Oarama, May 11, 1501,

“Whoreas, Thero Is a generally exprossed
sentiment that coneotidation botwoen Oriole,
Mt Shasta and Frankiin lodges is proper and
expadiont and,

“Whereas, It is not deemed desiranle for
tho lodges to form into a consolidation bénr-
Ing the name and number of suy of the
three, therefore, be it

“Resoived, That we, the members of Mt
Shasta lodge, No. 71, will ald to effect such
vonsolidation if done in the following mau-
ner:
“Wea will surrender our charter,

‘“We will appoint a committee of threa to
meet with a simitae committee from the above
unmed lodges und decide on a name for a new
lodge.  The said committoe then shall take
withdrawal cards from their several lodyes
and wstitute a new lodge, giving it the name
decided upon by sald committee, ITmme-
dintely uypon such action this lodge hereb
ngrecs to surrender its charter and consol
date with such new lodge.”

Brotner knights of the grand jurisdiction
nud of the state of Nebroska, T ask you in all
candor, 15 that not a noble document! Dia it
ever occur to you that tne brain of man could
50 expund as to enable it to create such o dis-
tortion for the purposo of evading constitu
tiona! lawt  And still Brother Sacket claims
that this act was strictly legal. 1 do not be-
lleve that he honestly thinks so. Look at
the dute of this resolution—Monday, Muy 8,

This wus the regular meeting night of
Mount  Sbasts  lodge, and this subject
hid never been presented to, tho lodge
or even thought of by (ts  members

until this document wuas rend by tho viee
chancellor at this session. How could there
have been a generally oxpressed sentiment
in its favor! his resolution was passed
throueh our lodge by the ald and Interference
of the grand chancellor and several members
of Orlole lodge, You will observe how cun-
ningly it s worded for the purposoof ovad-
ing the true intent nnd meaning of the law.
The constitution says “‘they shall retain tho
name wnd number of one of the consotidated
lodges.” Thoey say it is not deemed desir-
able' to do this, thereny dofying the law and
:.no supreme power which has arproved this
nw,

Murther—is there in the constitution a
single word that gives the power or a thought
that implies the right for asubordinate lodge
to appoint committees from their own mem-
bers for the puorpose of iustituting a now
lodge for the avowed purpose of enforcing an
undesired and vnsolicited consolidation with-
out the due vonsideration or even knowledge
of o large majority of the members of esch
lodge represented, as in this case!

As stated vefore this resolution was passed
i Mount Shasta ou Monday night, May 11,
1591, It was passed in Feanklin on May 12,
and in Orlole on the Uith, The new lodge
wits organized on the 1Hth ond instituted by
tne grand chancellor on the 16th, the date
of thewr charter.,  These are fucts oud [ defy
suceessful contradiction, Does it not show,
upon the face, that we, who huave the wel-
fare of the order at heart, have sore and just
griovances! Are these mothods to b used
1 the upbuilding of Pythinn honor and in-
tegrity{ I so, 1 for one will not bo a party to
sustuin them,

In the seventh section of Brother Sickeit's
letter ho states that these committees were
not expected to report back to the lodge their
action. [ cannot see what otbher meaning
could be fmplied from the woralng of the
resolution, which states that these commit-
tees, after consultation with each other,
Hanall then take withdrawal cards from their

eparuto  lodges and  organize a  new
lodge.” How did they expect to got these
cards without reporting to the lodge and
nsking for them at some future session!
Nelther have thoy complied with the terms
of the constitution, which explicitly states
that the lodges shall agree upon certain
terms and couditions mentioned therein in
order to effect a consolidation. Was thero
aver any ngreement between these lodges as
to terms and conditionsi No! He also
states that the conditions of this resolution
were fully understood by the members pres-
ant, ‘This swatement 1 most-empbatically
deny, as fur as the mombership of Mount
Shasta is concerned. Ho seems to lny great
stress upon the fact that Triune lodge No. 56
was jnstituted before the consolidution was
offocted.  Admitting this, was it not neces -
siry, 1 order to carry out this unlawful and
dishonoruble scheme, to have some place into
which they could dumnp the o'her three
lodges, regardless of the wishes or desires of
thieie membership!  In section 9 he states
that the most grievous charge made is that
the charters were deliberately stolen, If such
A statement bas been made it was most

cortainly  wrong, unkmghtly and up-
citlled for. The presumption is
that the charters were taken care

of by the grand chapcellor, who wis on the
ground at the time, and under his ofcial
capacity wns justiy entitlad to them, pro-
vided he sanctioned the act of consolidation
and constdered it legal, und Is o matter that
cuts no figure in this controversy,

In his closing section he states that he is
prepared to substantiate with unguestionable
proof the facts as stated by him, What
facts has ne introduced regarvding the legal-
ity of this trausaction! I, at least, nm un-
ublo to diseern one, ana pot even an fota of
proof. His lettor to moe 1s morely a list of
gonernlities  and  fault-findings  vegnrding
those who are opposed to him aud who have
manhood enough to have opluions of their
own und, wheo nocessary, 10 express them
In an open, manly way, regardless of any
combluutions thut may exist, sud look for
upprovil to the Intelligent and self-thinking
membershin of our order, in whose hands
wo are willhing  and  consider It our duty to
pluce the facls ana wwalt their decision,

I have road brother Sackett's lotter several
thmes and up to the preseat time have been
unable to lind ove fact or argument teonding
Lo substantinte the legality of this aptof
consolidation and he, together with tho
grand chinneellor, havo admitted to me on
more than one occusion that it was carrled
out in too great hnste, thereby virtually au-
mitting their error, but claiming what I am
willlug to concede, that it s past redemp-
tion. He also stutes that it bas alveady re-
sulted in great good Lo the arder, Do the
fucts boar bim out in making such a state-
montf Let us see. Triune lodge claims &
membership, as shown by their roster, of 200
members, 1 bave attended the three last
sosslons and there was rank work on band at
each session, and what las beon thoeir at-
tendance, 1 will give the sctunl count of
each session: Tho tirst, 25; the second, 34,
and the thned, 24, Does this look as though
the order had been benefitted to any groat
extent! .

In view of these facts ¢an the grand lodeo
afford to lgnore the clroumstances which
will in w proper manner be placed before
them and sllow this maotter to puss by un-
notleed, or will they take it up and after de.
Hibornte consideration place the responsibility
whero it rightlfully betongs! 1 for one feel

“Whitelaw Reid and I have always
boen first rate friends,” said jolly old
General Rosecrans in conversation over
a dinnor table one night last woeelk,™
writes the Washing ton correspondent ot
the Clncinnuti-Commercinl.,  **Heo hus
always had pleasant things to say about
me; and 1 greatly admire his nowspaper
genius, glthough we have not maot since
he was sarving as correspondent for the
Cincinnati Commaereial Gazette with my
army in West Vieginia. T remember
that he used to write some mighty good
letters at that time on wuar topies,
though I was too busy then to do any-
thing more than skim such of them as
chanced to come under my eye.  Mili-
tary offiirs kept me pretty serviously
engapred, particularly the construction

“Now perhuaps you can imagine my
astonishment when I picked upa copy
of the paper one afternoon and Jmmd in

THE WISEMAN TRAGEDY.

The history of ploneer life in the west is
carmined with savage tragedies. Hardships
snd privations were oatural incident to set-
tlement in a new country. But these were
insigniicant wheon compared with the
suvagory of hostile Indians, Not a few were
the pioneers who,while pursuing their avoesa-
tions in apparent security, wera attacked by
tho savages, their homes destroyed and
frequently whole families wiped out of ex-
fstence, In the latter category must be
piaced the slaughter of Henson Wisoman's
family, the dotails of which Is best told by
himself :

In Octobar, 1862, the government callod for
a company of cavalry, second regimeant; I on-
hsted in Company 1 as I believed the gov-
ernment needed all possible heip, and to get
protection to life and property I should give
a helping hand. I left my family in good
condition snd took a soldier's fure ana outfit
at the age of forty-five, supposing for home
gunrds, to be to the ordor of the government
used as scouts in Nebruskn, in our then
froutier settlements, then exposed to savage
butchery.

We were ordered dway to join Sully's regl-
ment in Dakota; tne wholo regiment. T sup-
posed a regimont would tako onr place when
we left, but nat a soldier ever camo till the
savaees wont at their usual deeds of de-
struction. If I had known the government
or sounsel of savage wurfare so ignorant, |
would have sent my tamily away when I left,

The company was called together {fifty
miles away from home at Dakotn City, Neb,,
underJohn Taff, thon captain, I remained
from home all winter, Duarmg the moonth of
June, or the last of May, I obtained a fur-
lough to go and see my wife before starting
with the oxpedition.  [told my wife and
children where wo were golng, and they all
eried und saia “*The Indians will kill us {ir
we stuy here and you louve us,” I vold them
that othor soldiors would come as soon as wo
were gone, Now my children were put to n
wretched death by the ignorance of the gov.
ernment; (that was the last [ ever saw of
thom), noy one there of knowledga would
say the Indlans would come in bohind; 1
kuew this und sald so (if given o chance) to
many of my comrades. About thirty days
from the time [ left bome, while at Crow
Creck, 200 miles off, this bloody deed was
done, and done by the Yankton and Santee
Sioux on July 23, 1863, betweon U wnd 10
o'clock of sald day.

My wife was not at home it the time, but
wias in Yoaukton buying something for the
family, or she too would have shared the
same fate as the vestof the family, They
killed the family for plunder, as one of thom
wis seen at Crow agoney weurlng my wife's
now shoes. My wife, the mother of theso
five children, veturnod home in the evening,
and us soon as she got to the door she saw an
Tndisn lying on the floor, und blood on the
door, fled avound the house and there saw
one  boy Iying on his pack dead! On seeing
this she was perfectiy horeitied, and wus con-
vineed of tho condition of the rest, She ted
a8 s0on us possible out of sieht to thae sevele-
meut of St, James, threo miles away, leaving
oll rosds and going through high weoeds and
brust all dripping wet with rain, a heavy
rain having fallen only two hours  before,
What kind of feeliogs lor o female in her
condition! s this protection, I ask! The
fow inhabitants now thrown into excites
ment, dared not go the same night to
sen; going the next day nine miles around
on tho open praivie; find three dead and two
nearly so, ‘The youngest boy, aged live
years, could only tell *the Indinns had seared
m,"" was all he ever sald; he was stabbed
under the left arm and lived thres days,
The girl, fifteen years of nge, &% SAVALes
alwayvs do, bore savage Infamy, until they
were satistlod ; n cartridge put in ber mouth,
set a five teuring out hor tecth, 1 that condi-
tion then putting an arrow passing through
her bods out at the top of each hip leaving
her tor dead ; sho was alive and lived for five
days, nevor apoke a word, but looksd wild
around to auy one that came in hor sight
The other three were dewd; one boy, aged
elght vears, was found out doors, shot
through with a ball and threa buckshot; all
the rest were in the house, The next bow,
aged thirteen, wis stabbed twioa in the lefr
slda., The oldest boy, aged seveutssn, had
his  hesd wnd  wrms  all broken  wnd
mashed, his gun clutebed in his hands;
the gun  showed au  ovevhanpd fizht
and was ompty, ‘Chere wore four guns in the
house, two the Indinns ook wnd two they
left. There wero several letiers writlen to
me, malled overy wosk, but I never recelved
one of them; some one gobt my mall Lo Kesp
down & mutiny lu the regiment. The same
Indinns guve the news ot Crow Agenoy, wonr-
ing my wife's shoes, Fignt anys before the
news renched us that samoe family in Cedar
county haa been buteborad by ludians

I reched Yankton the next day at 9 o'clock
sick, and reported to Captain Tipp's com-
pany on the sick list. There I learned thot
my wife had been waiting for me a week,
but had loft for Sioux City and was noarly
insnne, 1 went to St James, Nebraska, to
rest a fow days. [ stayed thero five days not
kKnowing where my wite haa goue, I trem-
bled all over with fatigue and anger when
the neighbors were telling me about the mas-
suvre, savages woere strolling all around
there; I had been to my own house, 1 saw
all I wanted, there was blood all over the
house floor, dried down twenty-five days,
1 started one evening after daric for Sioux
Citv to look for my wife, 1 met her August
45, on the Aoway creek coming home; she
wailed and eried and tried to tell her grief,
but could pot, and IL wus & yoear befors she
coula tell it all.  We returned to Su Jamns
the samo day, and began at ouve to propara
sotne place in which to live.  Wo had no
nome, nothing to live on, no clothing excopt
what we hud on our backs, which we had
worn for many weeks, | knoaw we wore in o
hara elimato and a hued place; muny I8 the
time my poer wife would moan in her sleep,
and call tor her childven. I would then wake
her, and 1hen she would moan and  bowail
thoe sad fate of her children, and would
finnlly sob herself Lo sicep; I could uot sleep
contented for three vears.

On Marelh 8, ——, my wife gave birth to a
boy buby, it was born restless undor great
trouble, aud for two years he would ery him-
self to sleep and wake up crying; and, now
although fiftecn years nave passed, Is haod to
reconcile in many wovs, My wife bearing
all this trouble sod being vearly deranged, 1
took her ¢ast to see hoere former friends, wnd
where she could feel more safe. T remuinoed
oast one yvear, that cost me 84K and much
